In 
the ‘anguage of Attorney-General Anderson, “The 
resolutions of the last general assembly, relating to 
tLe bonds in question, are constituifonal, and good 
taith requires that the bonds should be surrendered 
as therein provide 1." 

“GooD FAITH’ OF STATE. 

Ry a constituiional re o ution the state offereda 
settlement, ¢n i the railroal company accepted the 

reposition, it did all that the proposition required, 

‘an anyone doubt that the state will act with “bad 
faith” if the state now refuses to do that which the 
proppsiiion pledged the state would do? What indt- 
vidual} member of the legislature, after making a 
proposition to a neighbor, would see the neighbor 
accept the propositicn, carry out its terms, and 
then say, “Well, neighbor, I have obtained fiom 
youall that I wantel,now Iwill go back on my 
proposition and b exik my word?’ Will any mem- 
'e@- of this body doubt that such conduct in an indi- 
Vidual would be the cause of just c.nsure? 
Surely the state should be guided by a 
standard of honor as high as the standard 
which controls individuals, The state has induced 
the rai’road company, and the men who own stock 
in the railroad company, to expend over $400,000.00 
of money. The road now reaches a section of Georgia 
wonderfully blessed with resources, a section which 
will pour her bounteous treasures into the com- 
merce of our state, through this arte:y built on ac- 
count of the state’s pledge to the owners of the 
road, They have released the state from the claim 
of the railroad company for the loss of the convicts, 
and now the stateis to break faith with the road 
and iis owners, and go back on the settlement pro- 
posed by the state's own legislature and governor, 
Gecrda cannot afford to beso false to her 
promises, not oni from the _ standpoint 
of honor, but from the Lower standpoint of interest,

MEANS USED TO PASS RESOLUTIONS. 

Butithas been claimed that improper means 
were used to induce the passage of the resolutions of 
1355. This committee has made no investigation, 
so farasI havabeen infoamed, certainly nore in 
which the railroad compnny was represented, into 
the means used to induce the legislature of 1884-5 to 
pass the setiling resolutions, but ajolnt committee 
wa: @ poinied by the present legisiatnre. charged 
with uhatdaty. Ihaveappeared before the joint 
committee as counsel for the railooad company, and 
I challence any one to produce from the testimony 
tr ucht out by thatinvestigatcn a single ect of the 
‘ fficers of the read or friends of the measure, sub- 
je. t to just criticism. 

The railroad company was represented by Mr. 
Welborn, since made a judge by the present lezisia- 
ture. He prepered a resuution which embodied 
the wishes oft @ raiiroad company. That resolu- 
tion was intred..ced into the house of representa- 
tives, and itsimply asked ihit the governor and 
treasurer of the state hear the proof, apd dctermiiie 
whether the railroad company had a just claim 
against the state of Georgia. It also piovited tiat, 
iftie governor and treasurer found the claim of 
the railroad company aga nst the state to be just, 
trey should credit the a nount ofthe claim proven to 
be inst npon the bonds of the road beld by the state 
up to the fu lamountofthe b:nds. Thus it wili be 
s-cn that the railroad company did not ask t:ie leg- 
islature to settle its dlaims, but only requested that 
two office g of the state might hear the proof, and if 
the claim was legal, scttle it by cancelling bonds 
which the state held. The railroad company asked 
fora hearing, nothing more, ncthing le-s. The 
question went from the house io the senate, and the 
resolutions providing for the settlement, which the 
present legislature is asked 1 8 repeal, 
were prepared by the dJinance committee 
of the senate, aad passed the senate by a vote of 34 
to7. The senators voting in fzvor cf the setiling 
re olution were: Messr:. Bristow, Prown, Cabaniss, 
Cauldwell. Clark, Clifton, Uclley, Cranford, Dayidson, 
Day, Falligant, Fuiler, Glenn, Hodzes. Humber, 
Joinsuon, Lewis, McArthur, McBride, MeEirurray, 
Maddox, Mitchell, Murray, Ridley, Roundtree, Shef- 
field, Smith of 50th, Smith of 32d, Thornton, Tignor, 
Tison, Traylor, White, Wileox. One of these sena- 
tors, Mr. Davidson, has sin e been electel to the po- 
sition of president of the. senate. Another, 
Mr. Maddox, has since becn clected judge by the 
present legislature; and nearly all of the others

zensof Geo gia, The resolution parsed the 
house, It is impossible for me tog enumes of 
those who yoied in its favor in the lower branch of 
the general assembly, tut I am assured that many of 
the best lawyers in that body voted in its favor, 
considerinz it legal and constitutional. So thet the 
atiorney general of the staie, than whom there is no 
ableror more faithful officer in this or any other 
state of the union, is supported in his opinion that 
the resolutions are constitutional by a large 
majority of the lawyers of the former 
legislature, and (sovernoz 
ene of the most carefuland canable men ever oc 

cupying the executive chair within this state, sol- 
emnly passed upon the same resolution and put the 
seal of b13 office upon it decliring it thereby to be 
constitniioual. In the face of these facts it would 
seem that men, careful of the truth, would hesitate 
to criticise the passage of the resolutions under ecn- 
sideration. 

TH CLAIM FOR LOSS OF CONVICTS, 

But ict us consider what wasthe claim of the rail- 
road company which the resolutions rettied, 

by the @ct of 1876 the Marietta & North G.o-gia 
was to have 250 conyicis, free of hire, for clothing 
and guarding them. This claim was recognized by 
the Jevisiature in 189, to be for the 
constr ¢:ion of the entire road, and the supreme 
cour, la the 65 Ga., 70, hcl 1 that the acts ‘show the 
Jian and manifest intention of the legislature to 
grant to this railroad company the right to the ser- 
vices of °50 convicts for three years or longer if 
neces*ary to complete the grading of the road,” and 
in the same yolume the supreme court held (on 
page 602) that thiswas nota donation but a con- 

P.:Ct. 

The road in 188] was built to Canton, but without 
tv ling stock or money with which to operate. It 
was not worth more than h: lt of the etate’s claim. 
(Talis isthe testimony of witnesses sworn before tie 
joint committee). The state conld not at that time 

have collected the debt out ofthe road. Mr. Iul- 
sifer, of Boston,and others were indueed to put 
money in othe road upon the faith of legislative 
acts, the supreme conri decision, and the assurance 
of Governor Colquitt that the railroad company was 
etit'ed to two hundred and fifty convicts until the 
round was finished to the North Carolina line. Upon 
fait in this contract with the stete to furnish the 
rad convicts, these men took hold of the road and 
put haifa mililon dollars into it, Not only did they 
act upon the contract of the road with the state 
based upon the facts mentioned, but also by the act 
of 1855 the legisleture unde’ took to furnish the rail- 
oul company, in 80 meny express words, 250 con- 
viets, untilthe rmd andal) of its branches were 
finished, and upon the faith of this act money was 
put iptothe read. Thisact may have been {eral 
as betweenthe lessees andthe road,and still have 
been binding as between the state and the road. 
@ihen comes the decision of the supreme court, 
which wee rendered about the 14. of January, 154, 
in which it was practically determined that the 
lessces had a contract with the state superior to the 
ciann of the road, and thatthe lessees could take 
tuc exnviects from the road and recover hire for a 
mart of the time the road had had the convicts.

Eprrors Constirvrion: I sce the house of 
representatives has passed a resolution requiring the | 
lessees of the Wostern and Atlantic railroad com- 
pany to give additional security inthe sumof a 
million of dollars. The bond has heretofore been 
considered as sufficient. For nearly seventeen years, 
I am told jthe lessees have never failed, in a single 
instance, to pay the rental promptly when it was 
due, and that they have brought the road up from a 
very bad condition to a very high state of improve- 
ment, and there is, therefore, no possfble danger of 
loss by the state. - 

It is understood that the lessees do not expect to 
do more than pay the rental to the state, and pay 
the balance ofthe income bonds which are out- 
standing by the end of the lease. ‘The Loniaville. 
and Nashville Railroad company is said to own 
nearly all the stock formerly owned by the lessoes. |! 
It is said, furthermore, that nearly half the lessees 4 
are dead and that the others are all old men, some 
of them so azed and decrepit as notgo be able to at- 
tend to any sort of busine: g. 

Now, in this state of the case, what are the prob- 
abilities? Would the remaining lessces ask anyone 
to go on their bond for a million of dollars, to be 
able to retain the road for three years longer, when 
they have virtually no pecuniary interest in it?

CAPTAIN BRAY’S SPEECH, 

Captain Bray bowed his acknowledgements 
of the applause which greeted him and said: 

Ex-Union soldiers of the north, and ex-Con.eder- 
ate soldiers of the south: There are occasions when 
language seems impotent to express cither the 
tho: ghts of the mind or the emotions of the heart. 

Feuow soldiers: From yonder heights twenty- 
three years ago we talked to youinthe thunders of 
artillegy—in the rattle of musketry and in the tlash 
ofthe satre. Today I am commissioned by some of 
those same men to welcome you with eyes 
tiat look brighter at your coming, and to 
utier the voice of a perpetual peace 
and friendshfp. When the north and the south 
shall look upon the event of the la‘e war as tie 
logical result of the events that preceded it; that, 
the mysterious course of Providence, it was the /@,..- 
imate result of its: m‘ecedents, then we shall have 
nothing 1o forgive and nothing to forget, but an 
everlasting remembrance of the dash and hero sm 
of ioe one and the cooland steady courage of the 
other. 

Fellow-soldiers: We have the grandest country on 
earth, I heard but yestercay two representative men 
speak from the same stand—the brave, the d:nnut- 
less and the chivalric Gordon, the true, tried and 
honored siatesman of the north, Samuel J. Randall 
and t! ey were speaking ofthe material glory and 
prosperity of our common country, and these great 
men’s voices blended in blessing this day of j ecace 
and amity. Fellow-soldiers, I repeat, tats is the 
grandest C.untry on earth. I do not refer to to the 
grandeur and inexhaustible material interests of the 
country, but say it is the grandest.

Had he tien 
kissed the rod, destroying every check of opposition 
and elaimed no limits. on the. victory, 
he would have failed in his duty to 
the whole country, (for the upas of despotism will 
growin any soil befouled with cowardice and 
subservienee,) and would have teen false to the 
union itself asthe fairest form of seif government 
by free people. because at last its existence depends.

The House Demands a New 


Bond From the Lessees, 
THE GOVERNOR TO RUN THE ROAD 


An Exciting Resointion in the House Yee- 
»terday, aud the Comment of the 
People Upon the Matter. 


It is a dull day when the house of represent- 
atives fails to get up a sensation. 

Yesterday, the house in a quiet sort of way, 
passed a resolution that has, and will create 
more comment, discussion, and debate than 
any measure that has passed through that 
body this session. 

THE STATR ROAD LEASE. 

For several months this session the State 
road lease, in some shape or other, has been: a 
favorite subject for legislation and discussion 
in the honse. 

Bill after bill has been introduced looking 
toward the sale, lease or disposition In some 
form or other of the state’s magnificent pro- 

the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
fiuance committee has consvuned many 
valuable hours in considering these measures, 
endeavoring, with a patience that is commend- 
able and a spirit of fairness unequaled, to do 
equal and exact justice between the state and 
the other party tothe contract—the_ lessees. 
Various reports have been submiited to the 
house, but up to yesterday that body refused to 
take any action that materially changed the 

condition of things. 

THE BERNER RESOLUTION. 

It is a fact gmerally known, that the present 
bond of the State road lessees now held by the 
state for the faithful performance of the terms 
and conditions of the contract, a bond in the 
sum of oue million doNars,-—it is ge xorally ad- 
mitted that the bond is worthless, because it is 


-jgned by the presidents of several Georgia 


atlroads who had no authority to bind their 
espective eompanies in the matter. This, 
tated in genera] terms, is the generally ac 
epted reason explanatory of the value of the 
bond. ; 

The attorney-general, some two or three 
years ago was asked by the governor to prepare 
an opinion in the matter, and in response sub- 
mitteds a carefully prepared paper in which 
the conclusion reached was the same as that 
stated above—the bond held to be valueless. 

In view of these facts, Mr. Berner, of Mon- 
roe, submitted a resolution In the house re- 
quiring the lessees to give a new and accepta- 

le bond, and on their failure so to do instrnei- 
ing the governor to take, operate and run the 
Western and Atlantic road.

Fifteen years ago, and only two years alter the 
present lease was made, the legislatare and the 
state were put upon notice that the bond of 
lessees was worthless, orto use the language 
oftne investigating committee, worse than 
doubtful. I wiil net trouble the house to read 
hat report, forit is on record; but the fact 
ttands out that for iifteen years the state has 
ecquicsed in the worthlessness of this bond.

Now it is controlled bya 
corporation with feet in Brunswick and hands 
in Wall street, New York. It stands us in 
hand to guard well the state road. 

“We have waived the character of the bond 
for fifteen years. But the letter of President 
Brown has outlined his policy in regard to the 
State road. With these threats upon the. road, 
cannot we construe the contract aswell as Pres- 
ident Brown? We can at least say that the 
lessees must give a bond to keep the contract. 
Under the second section of the lease act it is 
provided that the legislature shall not be pre- 
cluded from requiring the lessees to give 
other security and looking into 
its condition from time to tyme. Under the 
lease act the Western and Atlantic railroad 
company is liaple, and not the individual les- 
sees or the suerety on the bond. 

“It is threatened to waste the road. Has the 
state any security at all against such an occur- 
rence? Five hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars of rolling stock was turned over to the 
lessees. According to their own figures they 
have now only $464,845 worth of stock.

If President Brown should die who will own 
the State road?

Mr. Watts—Although the subject was so 
fully and ably discussed by Mr. Berner, it was 
nothing new to members of the members of the 
general judiciary committee, for the matter 
was fully discussed before that committee,and 
the committee isa unitin favor of the resoln- 
tion. The facts disclosed showed that we 
must do something and do it now! 

“Superintendent Anderson testified that the 
rolling stock was not worth exceeding $500,- 
0O0now. President Brown saw the force of 
ihis testimony and to break its force attempted 
to explain it away, 

“When the property was turned over to the 
lessees it was worth twice as much as now. 
Old iron was worth then what steel rails are 
now. These facts make it apparent that the 
corporation is well nigh bankrupt. Weshould 
show that we are the masters and not the 
servant,” 

Mr. McCord’s amendment was agreed to by

Mr. Berner yielded ten minutes of his time 
to Mr. Harrison, of Quitman. 

Mr. Harrison—There is no pretense set up 
that the rental has not been paid, or will not 
be paid in future.

Mr. Berner—I have devoted much time to 
the honest study of the whole situatiou. My 
action is not suggested by sentiment, but is 
strictiy business. We are threatened now 
with the loss of $511,000, the inortgages‘on the 
rolling stock, and the rental for three years, 
$900,000. Should the road come back to us, 
the governor is authorized to run it for the 
best interest of thestate. He is not restrained 
or hampered in the least. Should President 
Brown die what guarantee have we that the 
rolling stock w.ll be there at the close of the 
lease. We are now without surety or guar- 
anty. If we ever needed a bond wt need it 
now. There are threats of waste! Wo have 
no bond to secure us against loss. We do not 
ask for more than the contract. The lessees 
took the contract with their eyes open. 

The resolution was passed by yeas 122, 
nays 8. 

Mr. George R. Brown was excused, because 
related to President Brown. 

Mr. Atnhcim explained his vote. He said: 
Cat off by the previous — I desire to 
make a statement in explanation of my vote. 
The bill, as it originally stood, proposed to 
strengthen the bond, which we deem insuffi- 
cient. The conditions of the bond, under the 
lease act of 1870, movides that the Western 
and Atiantic railroad be returned ‘‘in as good 
eondition as it was when received by said com- 
yany from the state under said lease,” hence 

oes not touch and cannot sgetile the 
question of betterments. ho amend- 
ment by the gentleman from Richmond 
proposes to turn the Western and Atlantic 
railroad overto the goveruorto operate and 
run the same if the bond required is not given, 
it sets aside the law of 1870, which otherwise 
would be of force, forits leaso; and hence, I 
am opposed to the bill with this amendment as 
part thereof; the amendment confers sweeping

The original lessees associated with me 
in the lease are scattered : some are dead, some 
too old and feeble to think again of going ac- 
tively into business, and some are enfeebled 
by disease as tomake them practically retired. 

“If the legislature insists upon a new bond, 
why the result will be that in thirty days the 
state will have the road on its hands, for I am 
not going about hunting bondsmen.”’ 

The above is practically the substance of 
Senator Brown’s conversation on the subject as 
reported. He talked with a number of gertle- 
men in regard to the matter, and made no 
effort to keep his position and his views a 
secret. : 

The Public Opinion of the Matter. 


The passage of the Berner resolution created 
@ vast deal of discussion, and caused a great 
deal of talk outside and in the state house. 

A well known oilicia) said yesterday: “I 
hope the senate will kill it, but if it does not, 
I hope the governor will veto it. Here, after 
paying the rental for seventeen years without 
missing a day, it is nM nice time to come in and 
ask for a new board. 

A cool, level-headed financier, well-known 
and popular, who manages more money dur- 
ing the year than any man in Georgia, said: 
“It is an unfortunate resolution. Governor 
Brown declares he will surrender the road be- 
fore he will give anew bond. Now what can 
the state do with an isolated railroad? The 
Louisville and Nashville will join with the 
Central in getting another link for their sys- 
tem from the west to the sea, and the State 
road will be cut off at both ends and will have 
to eee upon local business solely for its 
su , 

r. Berner was calm, and contented him- 
self with saying: “It’s a big question—a big 
question, but what else could you do? The 
state certainly onght to have security, now 
that vexed questions are coming up concerning 
the road.”’ 

The most emphatic expression of approval 
was from the irrepressible and mignetic mem- 
ber from Bibb—Mr. Huff, who declared the 
resolution was just the thing, perhaps, with a 
hittle amendment. He was asked if the house 
would not recede from its position, and he an- 
wered, ‘‘No.”’ The further interrogatory was 
addressed to him, ‘‘Will it pass the senate?’ 
And the answer was, “Why shouldn’t it, it 
ought to do so.”’ 

WHO OWNS THE STATE ROAD LEASH. 

Mr. Charles H. ruinizy, of Augusta, presi- 
dent of the Georgia railroad, and a holder in 
the case, stated last night that, in his opinion, 
if the resolution was passed, that it would re- 
sult in the whole matter getting into the cour 8, 
where the rights of the lessees to bettermenis 
and other matters would be discussed. 

_ Mr. Phinizy said that Senator Brown had no 
interest in the lease, having, as he believed, 
sold his last fraction of a share at the time 
when the East Tennessee road was organized. 
He was president of the lease company and 
received a salary. He voted his original stock, 
it having been held that while the original 
lessees could part with their financial interests, 
they could not give up their position as trustee, 
and were obliged to vote the stock, the protits 

oing to the purchaser. He thought that 
tovernor Brown’s interest in the matter was 
due entirely to his connection with the lease 
in an otlicial capacity, that it made very little 
difference to him if the road was surrendered 
or kept. The Louisville and Nashville were 
the largest owners of the lease shares. 

The resolution created a great deal of talk 
yesterday, and was decidedly the sensation of 
the day. The proceedings in the matter will 
be watched with great interest. It isthe uni- 
versal opinion that the measure is the most 
important one that has.yet been discussed in 
the general assembly.
